It must be borne in mind that 
all that is here

hearing or “receiving" of the 
sounds 
and not to the sending. 
Radio 
communication 
comprises 
three 
definite 
operations: 
First, we 
must have a suitable source of radio en­ 
ergy, known as the transm itter, which 
is capable of imparting this energy to 
space, or ether, as it is called by the 
physicist. 
Secondly, the radio energy, 
converted into vibrations of the ether, 
is propogated through space In ever- 
increasing circles over the earth ’s su r­ 
face. losing 
its 
power as it extends 
farther 
and 
farther 
away from the 
source, just as the ripples set up by a 
stone cast into a body of still water 
spread out in ever-increasing circles 
w hich become less and less pronounced 
as they go awy from the center. Third­ 
ly, an instrum ent capable of detecting 
the disturbances in space or ether is 
set up at any desired point in order to 
intercept whatever message or sounds 
the radio waves may convey. This in­ 
strum ent is known as the receiving 
s e t 
Now, it must seem quite evident that 
the more powerful the transm itter em­ 
ployed. the more far-reaching must be 
the radio waves. Conversely, the more 
sensitive the receiving set, the greater 
the 
ability 
to 
receive 
weak radio 
waves. 
In fact, with a given receiving 
set the radio waves from a transm itter 
300 miles away may be too weak to be 
detected, while the same waves can be 
readily 
detected and heard 
with an 
elaborate receiving set w'hich includes 
suitable sound-amplifying apparatus. 
A Matter of Distance. 
So the reception of radio-phone senr- 
ice resolves itself down to a matter of 
distance from the transm itting station, 


and the receiving set employed. 
Let 
us take a typical instance: 
One of the 
foremost broadcasting stations is that 
of 
the 
Westinghouse 
Electric 
a n i 
M anufacturing Company, at Newark, 
N. J., designated as WJZ. All radio sta­ 
tions, by the way. have certain call let­ 
ters to identify them, just as automo­ 
biles have license plates. 
It would not 
be practical for every radio station *o 
give its full name, ownership, power, 
location and other facts every time it 
sent a message. 
Going outside the 50-mile zone, let 
us consider an individual in Philadel­ 
phia or Albany or Atlantic City

one of these points is so far from WJZ 
that a most elaborate receiving set is 
required, which not only tunes sharply 
and possesses a vacuum tube detector, 
but also 
comprise 
amplifying equip-

ment to build up the attenuated radio 
waves to suitable audibility. 
Such a 
set must cost in the neighborhood of 
$150 complete, for it involves a num­ 
ber of vacuum tubes, storage battery, 
tuning panel, amplifying panel, head 
phones, high-voltage dry battery and 
so on.

A radio receiving set is simple, once 
you have overcome that awe inspired 
by the array of knobs and dials and 
name-plates with 
formidable 
terms. 
The receiving set must 
possess some 
suitable 
tuning 
device. 
All 
radio 
waves sent out by a transm itter have 
certain values, just as rays of light 
have different colors, and shades. 
If 
you wore a pair 
of 
special 
glasses 
which only permitted a given shade of 
pink light to pass through to the eyes, 
you might say you were “tuned" for 
that shade of pink light. 
Blue light, 
yellow light, green light, purple light 
and all other colors and shades save 
pink would not be seen by you, pro­ 
viding it w’ere possible to make such 
accurate color filters. 
Now in radio 
the same 
situation 
holds true, and with 
great 
precision. 
The radio waves are of different val­ 
ues, and these values are expressed in 
term s of meters of wave length. WJZ, 
for instance, transm it on 360 meters. 
When you manipulate the tuning knobs 
of a receiving set so as to have the 
360-meter adjustment, you can hear 
the WJZ station. 
Tune down to 200 
meters, and you 
hear some 
near-by 
radio 
amateur. 
Tune up to several 
thousand meters, and 
you hear the 
high-power 
transatlantic 
stations.

Ship Citrus Fruit

Water; California 
to New York 
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HE lates of a series of three 
test shipments of citrus fruit 
from California to New York 
by 
way 
of 
the 
Panama 
Canal 
left 
San 
Pedro 
accompanied 
by 
a specialist of the Bureau of Mar­ 
kets and Crop Estimates of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
tests are 
being made in co-operation 
with the steamship company and the 
California Fruit 
Growers’ 
Exchange, 
which are displaying keen interest in 
the work, as it is expected to lead the 
way to larger shipments 
of 
western 
fruit to the East by water. 
Problems of ventilation and refrig­ 
eration of the fruit while in transit are 
the chief 
difficulties 
encountered in 
the undertaking. 
One of the holds of 
the ship is equipped with a ventilation 
system devised by the 
representative 
of the department, 
who 
will 
obtain 
data on the condition of the fruit car­ 
ried at certain tem peratures and will 
test the system of ventilation he has 
worked 
out 
in 
connection w’ith his 
studies. 
The shipment of citrus fruit 
through the Tropics for the length of 
time required in water transportation 
has always 
been a hazardous 
under­ 
taking. 
The ship, 
which originally sailed 
with a cargo of apples from Seattle, 
put in at San Pedro to pick up a con­ 
signment of oranges and lemons. 
It is 
expected that the trip to New York 
will require between 18 and 20 days.

IT IS TODAY THAT COUNTS. 


The longer we live the more persuaded 
we are that it is the present that counts. 
Some there are who place great stress upon 
the past and learn to draw from it much 
to comfort them when 
life 
presses hard 
and much to encourage them when hope 
groves dim, but these conditions have little 
weight with those who belong so strictly 
to the present that they have not yet had 
time to make a past for themselves. Today 
counts in every line of endeavor, in all our 
business activities, in all our social inter­ 
ests, in all our ordinary every-day affairs, 
and not all the happy memories of events 
only lately lived and success only lately 
achieved aid us very much when we find 
-ourselves forced to struggle against the 
hard facts of today. 
It may be that we 
lived just as wisely, and worked just as 
conscientiously 
and 
struggled 
just 
as 
bravely in the past as we do today, but 
those about us, for the most part, do not 
care a rap about what has already hap­ 
pened and concern .themselves only with 
what is now* taking place or what is yet to 
come. 
One of the most pitiful of all sights is 
that of a man who has done his full share 
of work in the past and yet who for certain 
reasons has not been able to provide for 
the future that has already overtaken him. 
He does not belong to the present, he is 
told if not in words then at least in actions 
that speak all the louder, and because he 
is not permitted to lose sight of the way in 
which the world treats him he comes in 
time to regard himself as old-fashioned and 
out of date and, according to the stand­ 
ards of the present, useless and unneces­ 
sary. 
If such a man would only forget 
about the past 
and 
look to the present, 
trying a41 the time to adapt himself to the 
many changes that have come and to ac­ 
custom himself to the new* ways as far as 
he can, he will stand a very fair chance of 
making good after all. 
Of course, when a

It is right that the young 
and the strong should bear the brunt of the 
burden, but at the same time there are men 
today w ho are well able both mentally and 
physically to hold all and more than their 
share 
of 
life's 
responsibilities. 
What 
though they are a part of the old order? 
That order served its day and its purpose 
well and honorably, and instilled in its pro­ 
ducts a spirit that could well be emulated 


in the new order of today. That it is not al­ 
ways emulated is a distinct loss in many 
ways to the present generation, but at the 
same time it is not 
an 
irretrievable loss. 
The world progresses 
and 
outstrips the 
ways and methods of other days no mat­ 
ter how w*ell they served their purpose 
then. 
The hope of today lies in the dupli­ 
cation of the spirit of old even if not in the 
manner of its application. 
The latter is 
impracticable in many ways, and the new* 
developments and new issued must be met 
and handled by methods more suited to 
their needs. 
We must live today with today and not 
with yesterday. 
The past for all its gol­ 
den memories and all its buried happiness 
is over and done with, and if we w*ant to 
keep step with life it is necessary to adjust 
ourselves to present-day conditions. 
We 
can afford to smile at the arrogance of the 
youthful toiler in the field w ho, because he 
thinks he know*s it all, has yet to learn how 
limited is his knowledge. 
We may give 
place to him at times, because youth and 
inexperience clear many barriers that well 
seasoned experience 
refuses 
to attempt, 
but in the long run 
their 
triumph is so 
shortlived as to give us no concern. It does 
not take long for the years to accumulate, 
and after a while the confident, aggressive 
workers of today are forced to sidestep in 
order to make room for others w ho crowd 
them. 
But, in all circumstances, no mat­ 
ter how* we may cling in spirit to the days 
that beheld our best efforts the only safe 
and sound and common sense w*ay of forg­ 
ing ahead is to forget the past and concern 
ourselves with today’s problems, many of 
which w*e can help to solve with honor to 
ourselves. 


THE AGE LIMIT IN INDUSTRY. 


Whether it is true or not, the story that 
a big mercantile establishment in Brook­ 
lyn has fixed an absolute industrial age 
limit of 35 years, is sure to cause a great 
deal of talk. The main reason for doubting 
the story is the fact that name of the con­ 
cern is not given, but that does not prove 
the tale false. It is said that, acting on the 
advice of an efficiency expert from one of 
the large universities, 
this concern 
has 
made a rule to employ no man or woman 
over 35 years of age, and that it is gradu­ 
ally discharging those of its employes who 
have passed that age limit. Not only that, 
but it is reported that a weight limit has 
also been fixed and that employes weigh­ 
ing over 160 pounds 
are 
“discriminated 
against.” 
Probably the war is responsible for this. 
Men who had attained the great age of 35 
years, men who w*eighed too much in pro­ 
portion to their height, men whose pounds 
were not properly 
proportioned 
to their 
inches w*ere shocked and distressed to dis­ 
cover how worthless 
they 
were in war. 
They might be able to serve as clerks at 
some headquarters, but as for shouldering 
a gun or doing any of the things that a real 
soldier does, they were entirely unfit. But 
is there really so close a parallel between 
w*ar and the mercantile business that it is 
advisable to apply the methods of the for­ 
mer to the latter? 
Moreover, even if this question is to be 
answered in the affirmative, discretion will 
have to be employed in applying war meth­ 
ods. 
“Over-age*' and “over-weight" were 
fatal words only in certain departments of 
the war business. 
In other departments 
they w*ere of no consequence at all. 
A 
great many of the employes of Mars were 
over 35 years of age. In fact in some of the 
most important departments Mars did not 
care how- old his employes were or how* 
much or how* little they weighed. He never 
inquired as to the age or the w eight of such 
employes as Foeh, Pershing, Ilaig Hinden- 
burg and Ludendorff.

IT IS TODAY THAT COUNTS. 


The longer we live the more persuaded 
we are that it is the present that counts. 
Some there are who place great stress upon 
the past and learn to draw from it much 
to comfort them when 
life 
presses hard 
and much to encourage them when hope 
grows dim, but these conditions have little 
weight with those who belong so strictly 
to the present that they have not yet had 
time to make a past for themselves. Today 
counts in every line of endeavor, in all our 
business activities, in all our social inter­ 
ests, in all our ordinary every-day affairs, 
and not all the happy memories of events 
only lately lived and success only lately 
achieved aid us very much when we find 
ourselves forced to struggle against the 
hard facts of today. 
It may be that we 
lived just as wisely, and worked just as 
conscientiously 
and 
struggled 
just 
as 
bravely in the past as we do today, but 
those about us, for the most part, do not 
care a rap about what has already hap­ 
pened and concern themselves only with 
what is now taking place or what is yet to 
come. 
One of the most pitiful of all sights is 
that of a man who has done his full share 
of work in the past and yet who for certain 
reasons has not been able to provide foi\ 
the future that has already overtaken him. 
He does not belong to the present, he is 
told if not in words then at least in actions 
that speak all the louder, and because he 
is not permitted to lose Sight of the way in 
which the world treats him he conies in 
time to regard himself as old-fashioned and 
out of date and, according to the stand­ 
ards of the present, useless and unneces- 
aarv. 
If such a man would only forget 
about the past 
and 
look to the present, 
trying all the time to adapt himself to the 
many changes that have come and to ac­ 
custom himself to the new ways as far as 
he can, he will stand a very fair chance of I 
making good after all. 
Of course, when a 
man is young he assimilates the spirit of the 
times in which he lives with a much great­ 
er ease than when he is older, but the man 
in his prime and even a little past it is a 
kworthy rival of the 
younger, 
less expe­ 
rienced, if more aggressive, worker of to­ 
day. 
But the latter has the advantage of 
having 
easily 
assimilated 
today’s 
new 
spirit and new methods, and because he 
accepts them unquestionably and is unfet­ 
tered by memories 
of other 
days he be­ 
comes a power to be reckoned with. Upon j 
the younger 
generationeration 
falls the j 
mantle of the old, even though that mantle 
changes its style. It is right that the young 
and the strong should bear the brunt of the 
burden, but at the same time there are men 
today who are well able both mentally and 
physically to hold all and more than their 
share 
of 
life’s 
responsibilities. 
What 
though they are a part of the old order? 
That order served its day and its purpose 
^rell and honorably, and instilled in its pro­ 
ducts a spirit that could well be emulated 


in the new order of today. That it is not al­ 
ways emulated is a distinct loss in many 
ways to the present generation, but at the 
same time it is not 
an 
irretrievable loss. 
The world progresses 
and 
outstrips the 
ways and methods of other days no mat­ 
ter how well they served their purpose 
then. 
The hope of today lies in the dupli­ 
cation of the spirit of old even if not in the 
manner of its application. 
The latter is 
impracticable in many ways, and the new 
developments and new issued must be met 
and handled by methods more suited %' 
their needs. 
We must live today with today and not 
with yesterday. 
The past for all its gol­ 
den memories and all its buried happiness 
is over and done with, and if we want to 
keep step with life it is necessary to adjust 
ourselves to present-day conditions. 
We 
can afford to smile at the arrogance of the 
youthful toiler in the field who, because he 
thinks he knows it all, has yet to learn how 
limited is his knowledge. 
We may give 
place to him at times, because youth and 
inexperience clear many barriers that well 
seasoned experience 
refuses 
to attempt, 
but in the long run 
their 
triumph is so 
shortlived as to give us no concern. It does 
not take long for the years to accumulate, 
and after a while the confident, aggressive 
workers of today are forced to sidestep in 
order to make room for others who crowd 
them. 
But, in all circumstances, no mat­ 
ter how we may cling in spirit to the days 
that beheld our best efforts the only safe 
and sound and common sense way of forg­ 
ing ahead is to forget the past and concern 
ourselves with today’s problems, many of 
which we can help to solve with honor to 
ourselves.

THE AGE LIMIT IN INDUSTRY. 


Whether it is true or not, the story that 
a big mercantile establishment in Brook­ 
lyn has fixed an absolute industrial age 
limit of 35 years, is sure to cause a great 
deal of talk. The main reason for doubting 
the story is the fact that name of the con­ 
cern is not given, but that does not prove 
the tale false. It is said that, acting on the 
advice of an efficiency expert from one of 
the large universities, 
this concern 
has 
made a rule to employ no man or woman 
over 35 years of age, and that it is gradu­ 
ally discharging those of its employes who 
have passed that age limit. Not only that, 
but it is reported that a weight limit has 
also been fixed and that employes weigh­ 
ing over 160 pounds 
are 
“discriminated 
against." 
Probably the war is responsible for this. 
Men who had attained the great age of 35 
years, men who weighed too much in pro­ 
portion to their height, men whose pounds 
were not properly 
proportioned 
to their 
inches were shocked and distressed to dis­ 
cover how worthless 
they 
were in war. 
They might be able to serve as clerks at 
some headquarters, but as for shouldering 
a gun or doing any of the things that a real 
soldier does, they were entirely unfit. 
But 
is there really so close a parallel between 
war and the mercantile business that it is 
advisable to apply the methods of the for­ 
mer to the latter? 
Moreover, even if this question is to be 
answered in the affirmative, discretion will 
hav e to be employed in applying war meth­ 
ods. 
“Over-age” and “over-weight” were 
fatal words only in certain departments of 
the war business. 
In other departments 
they were of no consequence at all. 
A 
great many of the employes of Mars were 
over 3 5 years of age. In fact in some of the 
most important departments Mars did not 
dare how old his employes were or how 
much or how little they weighed. He never 
inquired as to the age or the weight of such 
employes as Foch, Pershing, Haig Hinden- 
burg and Ludendorff. 
All that he was in­ 
terested in was their brains.
